They must learn through 
suffering to help themselves. 

Those are willing to investigate-—ob- 
serve—record. Those who are anxious to be- 
come “scientists in embryo.” Those who seek 
the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth, regardless of pre-conceived convictions 
and beliefs. These are the students of Tech- 
nocracy; the rank and file of the Technological 
Army of the New America. 

Who are its leaders? Those of the rank and 
file who show the most rapid advance in the 
scientific method, Those who can perform—not 
talk of performance, Those who by investiga-

ARGENTINE WHEAT ACREAGE, 1936 
The Canadian Trade Commissioner at 
Buenos Aires writes that the Argentine Depart- 
ment of Agriculture issued under date August 
22 the first estimate of the acreage seeded this 
year to wheat and other cereals. The acreage 
wheat is estimated officially at 16,796,000 
2,593,500 acres more than last year, 
but is 2,622,868 acres less than the last ten-year 
average and 1,150,180 acres below the last five- 
year average. The acreages in other cereals 
with the acreage seeded in 1935 and for the 
last five-year average respectively within 
parentheses are as follows: flax, 7,286,500 acres 
(6,570,200 and 7,510,815 acres); oats, 2,964,000 
acres (2,951,650 and 3,432,563 acres); barley, 
1,976,000 (1,938,950 and 1,745,158 acres) 
and rye, 1,729,900 acres (1,748,760 and 1,729,933 
acres).

U. S. College Grid teams Plunge 
Into Suicide Schedule 
Right at Start

The lot of the U gridder has always been a 
spartan one, but it is going to be tougher than ever this sea- 
son. In past years it has been the custom of big teams to 
ease into their schedules gradually by taking on soft squads, 
but that is now a thing of the past. This fall the ring leaders 
in the annual pigskin war are plunging right in against their 
toughest opponents of a sort of suicide schedul 

It is a new idea in football so far as U.S. colleges 
are concerned, the theory being that you can’t improve 
much by fighting hams and that a good trouncing will 
teach you more than a soft win. That has been proven 
to be good sound logic in boxing and will probably hold 
true on the grid. 

Some idea of how the schedules have been toughened 
up can be obtained from a glance at the opening games for 
September 26, the date on which collegiate football gets 
underway south of the line. Mighty Minne ‘sota, unbeaten in 
three years, goes all the way to Seattle to tangle with the 
powerful Washington squad. This game ‘vill have as much 
bearing on the mythical national championship as any game 
played before the Rose Bowl classic. It is a clash of giants 
such as only came near the end of the season in previous 
years. Coach Bierman of Minnesota and Coach Phelan of 
the Washington Huskies will however know exactly where 
they stand right from the start. On that same opening after- 
noon Colgate clashes with Duke, Mississippi squares off with 
Tulane, Ohio State busts into Southern California and so on 
right down the line. 


All-Star Games Under Fire 

The recent games in Chicago between teams of all-star 
collegians and pro stars have started quite a rumpus in U.S 
football circles and there is a possibility that the National 
Coaches’ Association, which just about rules the grid busi- 
ness, will abolish such exhibition tilts. The pros are not likely 
to object very much either. The fact that the collegians 
gained a 7-7 tie in the Chicago game and would have won 
easily if it had not been for a fumble has certainly done a lot 
to kill off the pros’ ballyhoo about being able to walk through

any collection of college stars ever assembled. 
At that the coliegians took their training very 
lightly. Many of them failed to show up for a number 


of practices and a few days before the game there was a 
threatened walk-out by the rah-rah squad when some of 
them discovered that they had not all been given the 
same amount of pocket money by the promoters. The 
arrangement was that each of the college all-Americans 
was to be given his transportation, room and board and 
some pocket money in return for playing the game in the 
sweet name of charity. Some got $100 for spending 
while others got $400 and then the trouble started. An 
equalizing issue of currency settled it however. 

Pro football has had a tough time building itself up i 
opposition to collage games and has been able to get ahead 
only by being able to make good the boast that any pro team 
could w allop any collection of college stars and that a college 
grid ace was just a scrub when he turned out to battle for a 
place on a pro club, That Chicago score going to be a 
tough one to explain away. The address which the Lions 
got when they came in off Soldiers’ Field with nothing better 
than a tie was probably a classic in dressing room lectures, 


Race Horses and Goats
